day. This is not saying a thing against 
vitamins. We believe with all our 
heart and all our mind that the more 
exact, and extensive, and technical a 
man’s knowledge of the nutrients is 
the better off he is, and the world as 
well, in so far as his tnfitence counts. 

Nevertheless, it is interesting to dis- 
cover what a close agreement there 
often is between the modern and scien- 
tific knowledge of foods, and the 
great common sense decisions of primi- 

ve men, even when they have been 

dden with superstition. Quite 
ancient peoples have assigned specific 
medical virtues to this green and that, 
but this is.net surprising when we 
consider what the old medical pharma- 
copelia was—a list of plants or parts 
of plants, or of their essences or com- 
binations.. The bitter greens, or in 
special the chicory, used to be a stand- 
ard home remedy for jaundice and 
other liver complaints. By the way, 
the epicurean table today has great- 
ly ‘profited by the cultivation of this, 
which was but a wild and sprawling 
weed. 

It is a pity that the race cannot 
hold on to all knowledge, especially 
about foods, but when one sort comes 
another sort is likely to go wholly or 
in part. For instance, today we surely 
know more exactly and extensively 
and technically the worth of green 
leaves in the diet, but only a few peo- 
ple—there used to be many—know 
about the great variety of edible 
wild greens which the «spring time 
brings, and the summer continues, 
than did more primitive people. These 
two kinds knowlecge surely bolster 
one the other, and it is a mistake 


. because we have one. to hold the other
